Red Cross Lists 
Methods To Cope 
With Summer Heat 


The merciless heat wave 
gripping two-thirds of the 
nation has people thinking 


C.P. Dail Jr., national direc- 
tor of Red Cross first aid 
programs, said there isa lot 
that can be done to protect 
ourselves from iliness or 
death during these torrid 
months: 

The best advice, he 
stated, is enrolling in a Red 
Cross first aid class. ‘‘it 
gives a person solid 
grounding in the preven- 
tion of, and in first aid for, 
ilness and injury," he 
explained. “Should there 
be ‘no time for such train- 
ing, the following should 
be of help.” 

Remember that exces- 
sive heat can affect the 
body in a variety of ways, 
which. result in several 
conditions referred to as 
heat stroke, heat cramps, 
or heat exhaustion. 

Heat stroke is a response 
to heat characterized by 
extremely high body 
temperature. The skinis 
red, hot and dry. The pulse 
is rapid and strong, and the 
person may be uncons- 
cious. This is an immediate 
life threatening problem. 


When heat stroke oc- 
curs, measures should be 
taken immediately to cool 
the body, such as undress- 
ing the victim and spong- 
ing off the skin with wet, 
cool towels; or placing the 
victiminatub of cool water 
-until the victim's tempera- 
“ture*is sufficiently towered 
and then drying the victim 
‘off. Use fans or air condi- 
tioners to maintain cooled 
temperature of the body, 
and be sure NOT togive the 
victim stimulents. 

The prevention of heat 
stroke, heat cramps and 
heat exhaustion is much 
easier to ‘cope with than is 
the treatment. Therefore, 
people should avoid going 
into the sun, except for 
short periods of time dur- 
ing the coolest parts of the 
day--early morning and 
late evening. Also, avoid 
exertion while in the sun. 

For those who must work 


in the sun or during the | 


heat of the day, as well as 
the elderly, the Red Cross 
urges people to limit all 
activity and take frequent 
breaks. Itis most helpful to 
sponge bathe at intervals 
during the day. Be sure to 
drink plenty of liquids 
(non-alcoholic) and keep 
to available shade.

-Moss Files Suit To 
Run As Independent 


For Ohio House Seat’ 


True to his word, Bill 
Moss filed last week a suit 


in the Franklin County - 


Appeais Court in an effort 
to get his name on the Nov. 
4, ballot as an independent 
candidate for the 31st 
House District seat. 
‘Moss, vice president of 
the Columbus Board of 
Education, filed the action 
within two weeks after the 
County Board of Elections 
ruled that he could not run 
as an independent because 
he had filed as a Democrat 
in the June 3 primary for a 
seat on the Democratic 
Central Committee. 
Following the Board's 
unanimous decision to 
reject his candidacy, Moss 
appearing undaunted, said 


he was not surprised and ® 


vowed to appeal the ruling, 
and “I expect to win.” 

Moss’ attorney, H. Lee 
Thompson, contendedin 
the suit that state law 
allows candidates to file for 
political party. posts in the 
June primaries and also as 
an independent candidate 
in the November ‘general 
elections. 

Moss contended that he 
filed with the elections 
board March 20 as.an inde- 
pendent candidate for the 
House and as a candidate 
for the County Democratic 


committee from the 55th 
Ward. 


Moss said he would not 
only appeal the elections 
board decision, but pre- 
dicted he waquid win, 


“because When God is for - 


you; who can be against 
you,” he told the press. 

And while Moss ex- 
pressed confidence in get- 
ting a favorable ruling from 
the court, he was less cer- 
tain ‘about the November 
election, saying, “! expect 
to win.” 

To realize his expecta- 
tions, he will have to win 
over three opponents. Rep. 
Otto Beatty Jr., Democratic 
incumbent, Ray Jones, 
Republican endorsed can-- 
didate, and Marvin Fields, 
independent Republi- 
can. Beatty, serving by 
appointment, has his party 
endorsement. : 

In the meantime, it is 
speculated that the court 


could reach its decision 


within 20 days. 

Under Court of Appeals 
rules in such cases, all fil- 
ing of legal briefs must be, 
completed within 15 days. - 

If Moss is victorious in 
the suit, the 31st House dis- 
trict race promises to be. 
the hottest of the local 
campaigns.

The news that there were massive 
failures by Cleveland public school 
students, is not surprising. What is 
surprising is that the failure rate was 
not higher. 

Assessing the blame is easy. You 
Can't operate a public school system 
with responsibility for its efficiency 
divided amongst an elected Board 
of Education, an entrenched labor 
union and an autocratic federal 
court judge whose legal acts are lar- 
gély determined by lawyers on both 
sides of the desegregation controv- 
ersy, whose eyes are largely on the 
size of their legal fees rather than on 
quality education for Cleveland's 
school children. _ . 

The community can lament, bel- 

lyache and squawk all it wants to,. 
but, no relief will be forthcoming 
until a complete house cleaning is 
achieved. That is: a new Board of 
Education that is more representa- 
tive of the racial percentage of the 
school district; a new labor contract 
with provisions for firing incompe- 
tent teachers irrespective of tenure;

Health Experts To Give 
View Of Black Problems 


Improving conditions in 
the black cOmmunity may 
be a lot easier than most 
people think, says Dr. 
Richard Kelsey, an instruc- 
tor at Ohio State Universi- 
ty. ; 

Kelsey said he does not 
discount what seems like 
insurmountable problems 
to organizations, but added 
that hardly any program 
started in the black com- 
munity will result in-any- 
thing worthwhile without 


proper mental attitude. 

Kelsey said he hopes to 
have his contention dem- 
onstrated with a series of 
conferences that for the 
first time in Columbus will 
consider problems such as 
crime, drug abuse and 
blacks killing blacks in rela- 
tion to proper mental 
health. 

‘“‘Most people in our 
environment are con- 
cerned with not rocking the 
boat and keeping the 
peace, whichis: not to: be 
concerned with good men- 
tal health,” he said. “Good 
mental health challenges 

the status quo. Good men- 
tal health means that | am 
unwilling to accept the 
crumbs from the table, but 
would recognize that | 
should have a share of the 
caviar on the table.” 

Any progress that blacks 
have made can be linked to 
positive thinking, many 
have argued, and Kelsey 
said he and associates of 
KEMA have planned a ser- 
ies of conferences to dis- 
cuss how to eliminate neg- 
ative thinking and negative 
self-concept that many 
blacks now heave. 


But whether sound men- 
tal health among blacks is 
directly tied to their pro- 
gress remains to be seen. 
And Kelsey said he and 
KEMA think deciding one 
way or the other will ‘b:e 
made easier after the con- 
ferences. KEMA, a _non- 
profit mental health coun- 
seling agency, has set 
conferences for Aug. 8, 
Aug. 22, Sept. 12 and Sept. 
26 at the Franklin Park 
Conservatory. 

Na’im Akbar, a@ expert 


—on_black mental health, will 


open the series at 8:30 a.m. 
Friday. The conference will 
continue to 4 p.m. during 
which Akbar will present a 
mental health view of 
blacks that is direct opposi- 
tion to that of most white 
psychologists. 

Akbar’s program is used 
in mental health. centers in 
Chicago and San Fran- 
cisco and have been suc- 
cessful, Kelsey said.

That remark, without 
ear, crystalized the fear 
Americans now have of 
motestation they expe- 
rience when they go'about 
their cities at night. There 
was a time when it depend- 
ed on where they were. 

| can recall leaving my 
study one night on Chica- 
go's southside and walking 
along a street tur relaxa- 
tion. Two white ladies, not 
together, approached me 
and passed by. One cauti- 
oned the other: “You had 
better watch out, dearie:, a 
nigger snatched a lady’s 
purse up the street just 
now.” : 

The remark was a siam 
that stung, for we had never 
heard anything-like that in 
my little lowa hometown. 
But people were still watk- 
ing their streets at night in 

- the 1920s even in Chicago, 
mainly because the black 
people were not allowed in 
certain districts after dark. | 
mean in certain areas, for 
soon after dark two white 
police officers firmly, but in 
a nice way, directed that ! 
return to the black areas. 


To-walk the streets with- 
out molestation -- what a 
goal. In the Columbus Art 
Museum there hangs 4 
George Bellows painting of 
a"“Summer Night On River- 
side Drive.” It is a park 

‘ scene, but obviously peo- 
: ple had come from nearby 
~residential districts to walk 
‘ and sit in the park without 
fear of molestation. 
1 sat in a court_room last 
week listening to a trial of a 
black youth charged with 
purse taking as an act of 
robbery, for he didn't 
snatch, the purse and run, 
but ordered the lady to give’ 
_itto him if she didn't want to 


get hurt. She positively — 


_ identified him. You see, she 
is a school teacher and she 
‘ remembers faces. It hap- 
pened at night in her drive 


Purse snatchers, robbers, 
burglars, et. al, are city 
products and always have 
been a part of the public 
scene. While black youths 
are always prominent inthe 
picture of the crime wave, 
they have not been there 
always. City crime has 
been prevalent back 
through the hundreds or 
thousands of years before 
there were any black 
youths among the popula- 
tion sets, that is before 
slavery took on such prom- 
inence. The culprits had to 
be whites, not blacks. * 

But, be that as it may, 
there has to be a way to 
make the streets safe to be 
used day or night again. Old 
people in high rise apart- 
ment buildings might like 
to take a little stroll on even- 
ings but they have to stay 
boxed up in their buildings 
where they feel safer.. 

There has to be some 
way to make the streets 
safe for passage and, cer- 
tainly generations of peo- 
ple should not have to live 
and die in the present for- 
mat: Alot of stuffed shirts 
like to be seen in camera 
view sitting examining 
problems and how to han- 


die them. The police are 


helpless and certainly the 
heavy concentration of 
cruiser police protection is 
a washout in crime preven- 
tion. 

Possessing practically 
every black youth with a 
job instead of turning their 
applications for work down 
because they are blacks, 
might help. Something has 
to be found so that no 
longer will an American 
woman have to throw a 
slam at her country by not- 
ing how much better the 
Russians keep their streets 
safe for walking folks. 

Maybe we cannot resur- 
rect that Bellows painting's 
way of American life, but 
we have to find a way of 
lessening crime so that we 
can again use our streets 
Safely.

No substantive, wide- 
ranging research has vali- 

corr 

black people that would 
justify the difference.. So, 
there exist two questions; 
(1) Does such a unique 
problem really exist? and 
(2) Why does it exist, if, in 
fact, it does?” 

The problem seems to be 
one of. perception. When 
black people or anyone, for 
that matter, think that they 
have a problem that is 


inherent in themselves, 


they are justifying the 
widely-held prejudicial 
view. that they are radically 
different -- in. an inferior 
way. inthis case, the black 
male criticizes the black 
female and the. black 
female returns the com- 
pliment. ; 

People who believe 
themselves to be different 
tend to modify their betav- 
ior so that it becomes 
different. 

If, in fact, unique prob- 


lems exist between the 
black male and female, the 
difference may be traced to 
culturalconditioning 
rather than to a quality with 
which blacks were born. 


The belief that such a dif- 
ference exists contributes 


to black self-criticism and, 


finally, black self-hatred.

Blacks live in a society

While much is written 
about the perils of credit 
—buying--interest charges

*Credit allows you to 
take advantage of sales and 
avoid future price in- 
creases. In inflationary 
times it doesn't pay to save 
first and pay cash: For 
necessary purchases, buy- 
ing nqw may save you a 
substantial sum in price 
increases. 

*Careful timing of pur- 
chases allows you to save 
money with interest-free 
credit. Here's how that 
works. “Suppose,” Jacoby 
writes, “your account lists 


the 15th of the month as the 
billing date. If you charge 
new clothes on September 
14, the bjll comes early in 
October. If you buy the 
clothes on September 16, 
the. charges won't appear 
until your November bill-- 
and you'll have until 
November 25 or so to pay 
before interest charges will

“It's wise to use credit, 
rather than your own 
money; fordilis that will be 
paid eventually by a third 
party.
